Applicants petition the Commissioner of Patents and Trademarks to amend the 
above-identified application after payment of the issue fee, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1 .3 12(b). 
An Amendment and the required formal drawings are enclosed herewith, along with a petition 
to extend the time for response for three months. 

The issue fee for this application was paid on August 4, 1998. Under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.312(b), after a notice of allowance and payment of the issue fee, an amendment must be 
accompanied by a petition including the fee set out in 37 C.F.R. § 1.1 7(i) and a showing of 
good and sufficient reasons why the amendment is necessary and was not earlier presented. 

The amendment is necessary as required under 37 C.F.R. § 1.312(b). The 
Notice of Allowability mailed May 8, 1998 included a requirement for submission of formal 
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drawings pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.84. In the course of preparing formal drawings, Applicants 
discovered that the original photographs that were used as the figures in the application were 
missing. The missing figures are not necessary to understanding the invention, as explained 
more fully in the accompanying Amendment. Therefore, Applicants request cancellation of 
these figures by way of the amendment submitted herewith, along with the deletion of the 
references to the canceled drawings in the specification and the renumbering of the remaining 
figures. Therefore, a good and sufficient reason exists why the amendment is necessary. 

The amendment could not be presented earlier because it was only recently 
noted that the original photographs were missing. After they were discovered to be missing, a 
search for the photographs was conducted, further delaying submission of the drawings. The 
issue fee was paid as required, but the photographs could not be located. Therefore, good and 
sufficient reasons exist for why the amendment could not be presented earlier. 

Applicants respectfully request that this petition be considered and the 
amendment be entered.
